Mr. Bennett 
argued the country wasn’t worth building into and 
that the railway couldn’t possibly pay. By an elab- 
orate set of figures, he proved, as he considered, to 
a certainty, that there couldn’t be more than 226 
cars of freight handled in the course of a year. If 
he is right in this regard, there isn’t any. further 
use arguing over the matter. ‘he country to 
the north has to have resources to support a_rail- 
way or this road is going to get the government 
into serious financial difficulties. But few. Satur- 
day News readers, after all the evidence which 
has been presented in these pages during the past 
four years as to the natural wealth of the northern 
part of the province will be found to agree with 
the leader of the opposition.

The Times was. founded’ in 1785 
as the London Daily Universal Re- 
gister by John: Walter. The name 
of the publication . was changed 
three years later. The ownerghip of 
the Times continued in the Walter 
family until .1908, when © Alfred 
Harmsworth, Lord Northcliffe, 
bought the controlling interest. 

John Walter, the founder of the 
paper, left the management, at his 
death in 1812, to his son, another 
John Walter, who held it until his 
death in 1847, when a third John 


Walter succeeded and held the man-- 


agement until 1894. He was stc- 
ceeded by his son, Arthur Frazer 
Walter. 

Under the last named the Times 
supported Lord Salisbury’s ministry 
in its South African policy in 1899 
and the succeeding years preliminary 
to the Boer war, but criticized the 
conduct of the war after hostilities 
had begun. While Arthur Frazer 
Walter’s father was at its head the 
Times made the great mistake of its 
career, the publication of the “Par- 
nell letters,” also known as the “Pig- 
gott forgeries.” 

In an effort to regain the losses 
which ensued from this great blun- 
der, the son took the Times company 
into the general publishing field. In 
1898 it undertook a reprint of the

“The Old Dominion,” “A Southern 
Gentleman,” and “Sam Houston.” For 
many seasons he starred with distin- 
guished success in “The Old Domin- 
ion,” giving a very fine characteriza- 
tion of “Baron Von Hohen Stauffen,” 
a German of refinement and culture, 
who found it difficult to express him- 
self in Emglish. He is well remem- 
bered in this character by local play- 
goers, also for this genuinely artistic 
portrayal of the old soldier in the play- 
let, “The Old Guard.” 


A ‘tew seasons ago‘he wrote and pro- 
duced most lavishly “Sam Houston,” a 
drama which had for its hero the fa- 
mous American general and statesman, 
whose romantic story made excellent 
material for the stage. Houston serv- 
ed in the war of 1812, and after a_poli- 
tical career from the minor ranks be- 
came governor of Tennessee. ‘Later 
he was commander-in-chicf of the 
lexans, leading them to victory over 
the Mexicans at San Jacinto. He'was 
president of Texas 1836-38; later was 
United States senator, and when Tex- 
as became part of the United States, 
served its interest as governor. He 
died in 1863. 

The play which Clement wove 
around Houston's career was clever, 
but somehow, although perfectly pre- 
sented, it was mot a sticcess, and this 
depressed the author. he returned to 
his first and greatest sucess “ Tihe 
Old Dominion,” and fater starred in 
quite an. extensive repertoire.

Mark Hambourg, the eminent. Rus- 
‘sian pianist, ‘was born at Bozutchar, 
in the province of Vorenez,” South 
Russia, in 1879. His decided talent 
developed very early,.and_ his: father, 


Conservatory, decided to give him a 
thorough musical :training: - His pro- 
gress was so rapid. that. at the age 
of ten he made: his first public ap- 
pearance with the Mocero ’ Philhar- 
monic Society. After this he made 
a most successful tour of Great Brit- 
ain, and in 1891 at the advice of: Rich- 
ter and Paderewski went to Vienna, 
where he studied for three years with 
Leschetizki, and won the Liszt schol- 
arship. In 1894 Dr. Richter invited 
him to play at a Philharmonic con- 
cert in Vienna, on which occasion he 
performed Chopin’s Concerto in E 
minor, and proved himself fully nat- 
The following. year 
he played at a Philharmonic concert 
in. London, and: afterwards made ex- 
tensive tours through Europe and to 
Australia and South Africa.:-In 1899 
he made his American debut with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, after- 
ward making a successful tour of the 
United States and Canada. He made 
a second American tour in 1902. 

His technique is admirable and he 
is imaginative and intellectual, bring- 
ing to the interpretation of the great 
masters a rare insight and sympathy 
to which in large measure: his success 
is due. He is a man of wide culture 
and in spite of constant travel is 
deeply interested in many lines of 
study, being familiar with the litera- 
ture of. France, Germany, England 
and Russia, with painting, sculpture 
and science. His repertory is cxten- 
sive, including about twenty concer- 
tos and almost six hundred other 
compositions. He has composed sev- 
eral pieces for piano and violin.
